OF THE 
NEW TRANSPORT. 


(By “ ARTIFEX.'” 


I” & recent leading article th: Trísh 
Times laid emphasis upon the funda- 
mental changes and the innumerable 
adjustments with which recent develop- 
ments..in road transport threaten the 
organisation of both our urban and rural 
communities. 

To grasp the meaning and measure of 
the possibilities of this new social force— 
to see how far, and in what direction, it 
is likely to drive urban civilisation into 
areas Which are now purely agricultural— 
involves not alone the exercise of trained 
imagination, but a freedom from conven- 
tional habits of civic thought to which 
none of us can confidently lay claim. Yet 
the effort must be made if we are to escape 
civic chaos, the uneconomic expenditure 
oÍ energy, and of large amounts of capital. 


DUBLIN SPREADING. | 


For practical purposes, if we disregard 
the comparatively few who have been able 
to afford to establish their homes in sea- 
side suburbs, the common people of Dublin, 
ten vears ago, were compelled ‘> find their 
dwelling places somewhere roughly between 
the North and South Circular roads, or 
between Ringsend and Kingsbridge—that 
is, within « radius of, say, one-and-a-half 
miles from O'Connell. Bridge. 

During that ten years a veritable revolu- 
tion has occurred. Employés in many of 
the new factories which have been recently 
established at such points as Glasnevin, 
Dolphin’s Barn and ‘Inchicore, find it 
equally cheap and convenient to build 
their homes three miles away from O’Con- 
nel] Bridge as to travel a mile or more 
eitywards at the end of their day’s work. 
Evidences of this tendency are to be found 
in the Imperial Tobacco Company’s, and 
the Iveagh Trust’s, new garden colonies 
at Kimmage; in the growth of Killester, 
in “the formidable housing schemes pro- 
moted by the City Commis.ioners at 
Marino, Drumcondra and Inchicore; and 
in the many similar suburban housing 
projects which are in progress under the 
management of public utility societies and 
of private capitalists in areas which, ten 
“years ago, were dedicated exclusively to 
the farmer and the market gardener. 


SQUARE MEASUREMENTS. 


Limiting. our analysis of the re-distribu- 
tion of population which is actually 
indicated by the overflow of housing 
schemes (completed or definitely planned) 
which has taken place into previously 
rural areas, let us see the significance of 
the last ten years’ progress. Let us take 
a conservative basis, and see how the 
extension of the old three-mile diameter 
(say, from North Wall to Kingsbridge or 
from Ringsend to Drumcondra) compares 
with the new six-mile diameter (say, from 
Killester to Dolphin’s Barn, or from Glas- 
nevin to Stillorgan) in terms of relative 
population densities. 

The calculation is as simple as its result 
is startling. Reduced to square measure- 
ments, the area covered by circle six 
miles in diameter is four times greater 
than the circle with a three-mile diameter. 
From which it follows that if two hun- 
dred persons were compelled to inhabit 
every acre in the smaller circle they can 
find accommodation inside the I-rger circle 
at a density of fifty persons to every acre. 

In other words. the transport facilities 
which make possible the extension of the 
old three-mile-and-a-ha!lf radius from 
O'Connell Bridge to the new practicable 
radius of three miles will automatically 
reduce the civic population density to one 
quarter of its present condition of 
congestion. 


“RIBBON” DEVELOPMENT. 


In order to appreciate the essential part 
which the motor car, and the motor 
omnibus, have played—and are destined to 
play—in this truly revolutionary change, 
“we must get our minds away from the 
hallucination that mere fare-cutting com- 
petition between train, tram and motor- 
vehicle has been the really important 
factor. 

Reduced travelling costs, and frequency 
and reliability of service are doubtless 
factors of importance; but they are negli- 
gible as compared with the influence of 
the motor vehicle in destroying what is 
technically known as ‘‘ ribbon’’ develop- 
ment—which means the concentration of 
housing accommodation upon the compara- 
tively few frontages which face, or 
iminediately adjoin, roads which are pro- 
vided with tramway or railway services. 
Those who wish fully to appreciate the 
type of suburban congestion which has 
developed even during recent years, as the 
result of the rigidity of the steel-rail, 
should study the excellent series of popu- 
lation density maps, prepared two or three 
years ago, by the Dublin Civic Survey 
Committee. 

Alternatively, they can gain some 
adequate idea of its effects by finding their 
way across country from Drumcondra to 
Clontarf, or from Booterstown to Dun- 
drum. They will discover tens of miles 
of road frontages which are vet unused 
because of the absence of convenient trans- 
port facilities. 


ELASTICITY. . | 


With the advent and growing popularity 
of the motor vehicle these tens of miles of 
available building sites—many of them 
actually within the present City boundary 
—assutne a new meaning and a new value. 
As in the case of Killester and 
Kimmage, societies and _ individuals 
can now choose their building sites 
without regard to existing transport 
services, knowing that the Tramway 
Company, or some other firi: of ‘bus 


“owners. will be prepared to cater promptly 


and effectively for all new traffic demands. 
This is the really revolutionary and bene- 
ficial service which the motor vehicle is 
rendering to the healts and comfort of 
the new Dublin. 

But now it becomes necessary to consider 
viether, and, if so, to what extent, the 
recently established three-mile average 
racius may be extended within, say, the 
lifetime of the present generation. Here 


we are into the realm of very difficult 


speculation. Yet there is experience, and 
the evidence of known tendencies, which 
may serve to give some direction to our 
thouglits. Is it not probable that an in- 
creasing number of the type of citizens 
wic now seek accommodation in Balls- 
bridge, Blackrock and Kingstown, areas 
will tend to find their future homes on 
the slopes of Dublin mountains which are 
reasonably convenient to omnibus services ? 
Is it improbable that the citizen of more 
modest means who has a taste for agricul- 
tural or market-gardening pursuits will 
seek his future dwelling in the more 
sparsely inhabited areas which lie outside 
even the three-mile radius? Is it impos- 
sible that the outward impulse wil] lead 
even humbler citizens to find their future 
domiciles in ‘‘ satellite’? suburbs amid 
rura] surroundings, and be provided with 


some specially economic means of trans-. 


ort for themselves and for the produce of 
their allotments ?

Academy President's Loan. 


Sir Frank Dicksee, the eminent artist, 
who has promised to.Jend one of his paint- 
ings to the Dublin Municipal Gallery of 
Art, is a native of London, where he was 
born in. 1853. He was educated at a 
private school in London, and studied art 
under his father, and later at the Roval 
Academy. ; 

In 1876 he gained the gold medal of the 
Academy for his “Elijah confronting 
Ahah and Jezebel,’’ and five years later 
was elected an Associate, beeoming a Royal 
Academician in 1891. 

He belongs to the symbolic school of 
painters, and his pictures are character- 
ised by skilful draughtsmanship and high 
taste in colouring. His best works in- 
clude: ‘‘ Evangeline,’’ “Romeo and 
Juliet,” “ Funeral of a Vi-king,’’ ‘‘ The 
Magic Crystal,” “The Passing of 
Arthur,” and “The Ideal.’’ 

Sir Frank, who has been President of 
the Royal Academy since 1924, made his 
offer to Dublin on the representation of 
Mr. Briscoe, the Chairman of the Dublin

COMPENSATING INFLUENCES. 


So much for the centrifugal movement. 

What of apparently compensating factors 
upon the heart of the old City? Are there 
such compensating factors? Quite clearly 
so! Evidences of these factors are to be 
found in the outcry of suburban and rural 
traders who complain that the omnibus is 
used to convey their customers to Dublin. 
We are living, let us remember, in an age 
of commercial concentration—i1 the day 
of the big warehouse, the big restaurant 
and the bi; picture theatre, which can 
cater more effectively than their smaller 
rivals for public necessities and public 
tastes. As a consequence of ti.is tendency 
to commerical concentration there can be 
little doubt that central areas which are 
now threatened as residential quarters will 
find other uses. As is evident to any 
observer of omnibus traffic in the vicinity 
of O’Connell Bridge, the danger is over- 
concentration at the most central points, 
with the prospect that a belt of semi- 
derelict property may develop between the 
central and crow arts of the city, 
and its new cauttentinl suburbs. 
_ Therein lies the most difficult element 
in the problem which the Dublin town- 
ng “an to face. But the first neces- 
sity is ise the two primary and 
clearly sábh g dynamic insemenie. of 
which the omnibus is the principa] source 
and instrument—namely, the centrifugal 
movement to homes in rural areas, and the 
castestion im the  dlsealy oer either 
: in over-crow 
area. These dynamics create two distinct, 
though closely inter-related, problems in 
city design. 


An Irish Poet : ‘The Book of Kells. 
: The Siamese Police. 
Academy. President’s Loan. 


Police Chief for Siam. 


Sir Basil Thomson, who has been 
appointed to re-organise the police force 
of Siam, with the concurrence and assist- 
ance of the Crown Prince of Siam, has 
played many roles in English public 
official life. 

He is a son of the cloth, his father being 
Archbishop Thomson, of York, and he was 
born in 1861. After his studies at Eton 
and Oxford, he was admitted a barrister 
at the Inner Temple. He entered the 
Colonial Service, and was Prime Minister 
of Tonga for a period. 

In 1907 he was appointed Governor of 
Dartmoor Prison, and in the same year 
was transferred to a similar appointment 
at Wormwood Scrubs. In 1908 he became 
Secretary to the Prison Commissioners, 
and from 1913 to 1919 was Assistant Com- 
missioner of the London Poli.e. Subse- 
quently he was appointed Director of 
Intelligence. 

Sir Basil has considerable literary 
attainment, and he has written many 
interesting books on his public- experi- 
ences. In 1894 he published ‘‘ Diversions 
of a Prime Minister’’ and “ South Sea 
Yarns,” and in 1907 ‘‘ The Story of Dart- 
moor Prison.’’ More. recently he has 
written ‘‘Queer People” (1922), and 
“The Criminal’’ (1925), 


A Cardinal’s Jubilee. 


Cardinal Denis Dougherty, a prominent 
Irish-American prelate, whose celebration 
of his silver jubilee has been attended 
by striking scenes, was born of Irish 
parents in Pennsylvania in 1865. 

He was educated at St Charles’ 
Seminary in that State, and later at the 
American College at Rome, and he became 
a priest in 1890. From 1891 to 1905 he 
held a professional appointment, and was 
then appointed Bishop of Nueva Segovia, 
in the Philippine Islands, being the first 
American Bishop in these islands. 

Cardinal Dougherty was translated to 
Jaro (Pennsylvania) in 1908, and to the 
diocese of Buffalo in 1915, and since 1918 
has been Archbishop of Pennsylvania. 

A new seminary is being built in 
celebration of his jubilee, and at the 
blessing and opening of the new building 
there were present nearly 200,000 
Catholics, and afterwards over 50,000 men 
marched in procession. 


Trish Stained Glass. 


The ‘‘ record ” price of £27,000, paid 
only the other day at Sotheby’s for 
eleven sixteenth century stained glass 
windows, makes one realise how valuable 
specimens of this lovely art can be when 
they are the work of real artists. It is 
pleasant to reflect that some of the finest 
modern stained glass in the British Isles 
to-day is the outcome of woman's enter- 
prise. Twenty years or so ago Miss 
Sarah Purser started the Glass Tower in 
Dublin, where artists are now creating 
windows and glass mosaics of outstanding 
beauty. The work of this studio goes all 
over the globe. American convents and 
Indian merchants commission it as 
eagerly as do Irish churches; for every- 
thing produced there is characterised by 
individuality and artistic merit. 


Art Treasures. 


Lady Iveagh has taken a very special 
interest in the housing of her late father- 
in-law’s pictures at Ken Wood. She has 
a keen artistic sense, and the handing 

' over of this new 
picture gallery to the 
public ha. given her 
the greatest  satis- 
faction. 
her own town house, 
which, by the way, 
dates back four 
centuries, many 
pictures which are 
world famous. There 
is Reynolds’s ‘‘ Duke 
and Duchess of 
Hamilton,” which, I 
believe, she person- 
ally considers to be 
the gem of the 
collection, and which is hung on the stair- 
case. There also are some wonderful 
Romneys, Hoppners, and Van Goyens. 
Her drawingroom, “with its lovely back- 
ground of soft pale blue, holds several of 
the Romneys, and there are one or two 
exquisite Morland scenes in the ballroom. 


The Book of Kells. 


The Book of Kells, which brings so many 
visitors to Trinity College Library during 
this season, is regarded as one of the 
greatest treasures in the country. There 
are strange tales to be told, I am sure, by 
the guides, who so courteously lead the 
visitors to the shrine of this ancient and 
historic volume, but the non-committal 
demeanour of these gentlemen reveals 
nothing of surprise at the comments of the 
visitors. 

Ye know of a distinguished rcyal visitor 
who signed her name on the fly-leaf on 
one occasion, but the most startling sug- 
gestion I have fet heard was made some 
time ago when a well-known book buyer 
visiting Dublin was brought to sea the 
Book of Kells, and expressed some surprise 
that the Irish did not sell it and use the 
money in building a great libray or 
gallery! We have not all the same sense

UNIVERSITY HOLIDAY COURSE 


A holiday course for foreign students to 
end on August 17 next, was opened at 
University College, Dublin, yesterday, 
when Dr. Denis Coffey, the  Pre- 
sident, welcomed over thirty of the young 
men and women who have availed them- 
selves of this opportunity offered for the 
third year in succession by the governing 
body of. the College. 

With the exception of four from the United 
States, all of the visiting students are from 
Germany, and in addition there are thirty 
German students who will follow some of the 
lectures. The course is designed for Univer- 
sity students of literature, history, education, 
international law and economics; also for 
teachers in secondary schools, and for those 
preparing for the teaching profession. 

Dr. Coffey, with whom was Dr. Conway, 
Registrar of the College, spoke of the happy 
results of the fraternisation of foreign and 
Irish students brought about by the summer 
courses already held at the College. He 
expressed regret that the Minister for Educa- 
tion and Dr. Von Dehn, the German Consul- 
General, were unable to be present at the 
opening of the course. - 

'The course opened with a lecture on the 
National Art Gallery by Mr. Thomas Bodkin, 
the director.

THE SPIRIT OF THE 
CROWD.

about six o'clock the crush 
hour begins. The centre of Paris then 
becomes a vortex of swiftly moving 
currents flowing steadily and relentlessly 
in all directions. Human currents fed by 
human streams gushing out from every 
pore of the city. The streets are huge 
arteries ever emptying, yet ever full. 
The roar of the traffic is stupefying, 
distracting. Its mazes are bewildering. 
People too hurried to wait for the signals 
steer a hazardous course, dashing reck- 
lessly between the threading vehicles, 
playing hide and seek with death. 
Practice has made them adept. Rarely 
are they caught. 

A shrill whistle above the din and 

automatically the heterogeneous mass sorts 
itself out. With a grinding of brakes and 
a slowing of engines, the *buses and taxis 
slither to a standstill. The swift pulsing 
flow is stopped, curb to curb is filled, a 
solid block. And as one artery is closed 
another gushes open, spreading fan-like 
over the cleared space. 
- Everywhere you look there are people— 
people going this way, that way and 
every way. People filling all the little 
chairs .outside the cafés; filling the 
‘buses, the trams, the taxis. Masses of 
them, spilling over into the roadways 
and on to the pavements; droves of them 
drawn as by a magnet to the railway 
stations ; floods of them pouring down the 
steps of the metro—absorbed, sucked in 
as by some secret suction. Down below 
solid wedges of them pack close in the 
choked gangways, a sudden enforced 
sluggishness succeeding the hurried 
scramble. They seem oblivious of their 
own discomfort, these town workers; 
custom has made them indifferent. 


A CHEERFUL AIR. 


The close proximity of warm bodies, 
the occasional but penetrating whiff of 
garlic, the dank musk-like odour of the 
underground, the deafening noise and tur- 
moil, alike pass them by. This struggle 
for place after a hard day’s work is taken 
as a matter uí course. But there is order 
in the seeming chaos. There is no push- 
ing scramble, no fighting; occasional 
jostling, that is all. 

Above in the streets the crowds are 
getting thicker. “The tide of life flowing 
over the bridges is swifter than the tide 
of water flowing underneath. But, unlike 
the water underneath, it seems to be a 
mass of cross currents and eddies which, 
when viewed from a distance, seem to be 
swirling aimlessly. Looked at nearer, 
however, this lack of direction is lost and 
a definite aim is glimpsed. Watch the 
faces streaming by and you will see it. 
Each tiny drop in this mighty flood, each 
separate individual is making for some- 
where and something, though it may be 
only for home and a grilled chop. 

There is a general brisk cheerfulness 
and a definite freedom, largely the result 
of a lack of self-consciousness and in- 
difference in each other's doings. 

A girl may sit on one of the seats 
on the most important Boulevard and 
comb her unruly shingle, a poor mother 
may sit and nurse her clamorous baby, a 
man well dressed, even to spats (as dis- 
tinct from the poorer class) may sit 
bowed forward fast asleep, a couple may 
einbrace and kiss, and will scarcely create 
a passing interest. — 


INEVITABLE FLOODS. 


There is little distinct personal in- 

dividuality; it dissolves and is lost in 
crowds of this size—there is only the 
individuality of the crowd. And as one 
looks at them hurrying by in their hun- 
dreds, just because of their immense 
volume, there is a terrifying impression of 
the cheapness of human life, of its little- 
ness. 
Should a sudden cataclysm swallow up 
a whole street full, to what would the 
loss amount? There would be individual 
loss of varying degree in each tiny home 
and immediate environment. There would 
be a momentary stir in the Press; there 
would be general wonder and astonish- 
meut; but, as to actual loss, it would 
scarcely exist. i 

The yawning emptiness would be filled 
in less time than it takes to tell. The 
next crush hour would see the same in- 
evitable floods pouring down the same 
devastated street. The loss would affect 
the mass no more than a child at play 
on the sea shore would affect the in-rush- 
ing tide by taking out his tiny bucket- 
ful.

SHIPBUILDING IN 
BELFAST.

A NEW AFRICAN LINER. 

The African Steamship Company, Ltd., have 

laced an order with Messrs. Harland and 
Nolff, Ltd., for the construction of a motor 
passenger liner for the West African express 
service. The new vessel will be generally 
similar to the motor vessel Apapa, but will 
have all the latest improvements, and will be 
constructed at the firm’s Belfast yards. 

The African Steamship Company is one of 
the concerns in the Elder Dempster group, 
and is an old patron of the Queen’s Island. 
The Apapa was launched on the 26th August, 
1926, and is a luxuriously equipped liner of 
9,333 tons gross. She is 468ft. Qin. long, 62ft. 
beam and 35ft. deep. 

Belfast shipbuilders have decided to follow 
the national decision in the matter of wages, 
and the first instalment has been paid this 
month, the second instalment to llow in 
September. In Great Britain the principal 
craft unions in the industry accepted the 
bonus advance of 3s. per week for time-work- 
ing members. The Belfast arrangement is 
practically the same, but its application has 
varying results, as some departments were 
already getting higher cost of living advance 
than others, and in their case the amount of 
the new increase will work out at less than 
ós., in some cases as low as ls.

must make a contribution of our own, and 
we must get in first. Moreover, we have our 
own special problems, and it is in this almost 
untilled field that this faculty which we are 
now initiating can do its greatest work.

ROOM FOR RESEARCH. 
THREE URGENT SUBJECTS 


MENTIONED. 

Captain Clarke, President of the Munster 
Agricultural Society, in proposing the toast. 
of “The Dairy Industry,” said that owing 
to our store and fat cattle industry we could 
not breed dairy stock without paying atten- 
tion to the beef qualities of our cattle. We 
were, therefore, compelled to produce a dual 
purpose animal. He knew that many of the 
delegates from the World’s Dairy Congress 
considered this an impossible idea. Personally 
he did not think so. They had the advantage 
of a very live Department. of Agriculture. 
(Hear, hear.) And he was voicing the 
opinions of all concerned when he said that 
from their able Minister. down b and 


together,’ proceeded his lordship, “I think 
that they will have just cause to be grateful 
to President Cosgrave and his Government 
for what they have done for University Col- 
lege, Cork, and what, through University 
College, Cork, they are going to do for agri- 
culture and the dairying industry all through 
Munster.”’ 
A BUSINESSLIKE BOARD. 

Continuing, Dr. Cohalan paid a tribute to 
the work of the members of the Board of 
Management of the South Infirmary, and 
mentioned that from past experience he 
could say that their meetings were truly 
businesslike, with very little of that. brand of 
oratory called “gas.”

SHOCK FOR SONS OF ANAK. 

In a discussion on ‘‘ Geographical and 
Racial Problems of Cancer,’’ Professor A. 
Pittard, of Geneva,, said that the higher 
cancer rate in London compared with that of 
New York must be due to a higher propor- 
tion in London of the Nordic type. In Wales 
they found a very interesting geographical 
distribution of cancer. There appeared to 
be much more cancer in the Northern counties 
than in the Southern. 

Although anthropological records were very 
inadequate in the Britsh Isles, comparisons 
showed that the tallest human groups seemed 
to show the highest rates of mortality from 
cancer. Professor Pittard pointed out that, 
although the data used to establish that rela- 
tion were not very sound, the result should,

On the question of the incidence of: cancer 
among Jews, Dr. M. Sourasky, of London, 
said that there was no truth whatever in the 
suggestion that Jews were immune 
cancer, and the. opposite view, that Jews were 
specially prone to it, found but little support.

' An Egyptian’ Coup. 

The latest development of 1..2 political 
situation in Egypt has taken everybody 
by. surprise. Some time ago, when the 
strongly Nationalist Government of Nahas 
Pasha retired from office, having tried 
without any success to défy the British 
Government,. an Administration of 
“business men” was formed under the 
leadership of Mahmud Pasha, a hitherto 
obscure politician with Liberal tendencies. 
Since that time the Wafd and its sup- 
porters have been doing everything in their 
power to embarrass the new Government, 
which has been branded as a makeshift 
and a compromise by the extremists; and 
Nahas Pasha with his friends has been 
anticipating an early return to office with 
another chance to twist the lion’s tail. 
Mahmud Pasha, however, has shown un- 
expected determination. In a letter to 
King Fuad, on Thursday; he announced 
his intention to dissolve both Houses of 
the Egyptian Parliament for a period of 
three years, at the end of which the 
situation will be re-examined in order to 
discover whether or not Egypt is ripe for 
parliamentary government. In the mean- 
while the government of the country will 
be conducted by the King and his 
Ministers. All decisions will t> promul- 
gated by Royal decrees, and a complete 
dictatorship wil] be established. Tie article 
of the Egyptian Constitution which 
guarantees the freedom of the Press is 
being suspended, and, of course, those 
articles which deal with the electoral law 
will remain in abeyance until the Govern- 
ment decides to hold an election again. 
Mahmud Pasha has lost no time in giving 
|proof of his determination to stand no 
nonsense from the extremists. His first 
action, after his letter to the King, was to 
proclaim a proposed meeting at Tanta, 
which was to have been addressed by 
Nahas Pasha, yesterday. The ex-Premier 
arrived at the meeting place, but he was 
met by a strong force of soldiers and 
police, and, although some stones were 
thrown by his supporters, there was no 
real disorder. Nahas Pasha, as soon as 
he that the Government meant 
business, discreetly returned to Cairo, 
leaving a handful of fellaheen to be 
arrested. 

The internal administration of 
is Egypt’s own affair. By virtue of the 
unilateral declaration of 1922 the 
Egyptian people have complete control 
of their domestic business, with reserve- 
tions only concerning defence. So long 
as the country remains peaceful Great 
Britain has neither the right nor the 
desire to interfere, and, while the resolu- 
tion of the present crisis will be watched 
with sympathetic interest by His Majesty’s 
Mahmud Pasha’s Govern- 
salvation.

ment must work out its own 
Of course, if grave disorders should occur, 
a totally different condition of affairs 
would arise. In that event the British 
Government, in pursuit of its obligations 
towards the foreign population of Egypt, 
would be bound to take action to protect 
life and property; but, unless Mahmud 
Pasha does something to violate the 
Declaration of 1922, he will be left to 
his own devices. The development of the 
situation in Egypt gives concrete proof of 
the necessity for the clause in Sir Austen 
Chamberlain’s reply to the Kellogg peace 
pact proposals, in which the Foreign 
Secretary reserves to His Majesty's 
Government the right to preserve complete 
freedom of action in respect of certain 
regions, “of which the integrity and 
welfare constitute a special and vital 
interest for our peace and safety.’’ Egypt 
is one of these regions, and the political 
chaos which exists in that country ought 
to convince the most critical student of 
British policy that a kind of Monroe 
Doctrine is essential. If the British 
Government should abandon its right to 
intervene in Egyptian affairs, turmoil 
immediately would result. In their own 
interests othér Powers would be compelled 
to take steps to protect their nationals 
in Egypt, and in a very short time it 
would become another China. The vast 
majority of the native population takes 


Only the educated classes indulge in 
politics, and hitherto it is they who have 
been causing all the trouble. The fellaheen 
merely follow where they are led. Possibly 
by his decision to put an end to the 
solemn farce of parliamentary govern- 
ment as it has been practised in Egypt, 
Mahmud Pasha may awaken the people 
to some sense of political responsibility, 
and when the three years have passed 
they may show a more reasonable frame 
of mind than that which has been in 
evidence of recent years. During this 
period of probation Britain will be merely 
a spectator of events. 


England’s New Owners. 

Soon after the Great War a calamitous 
result of the nation’s ordeal was seen 
throughout the English countryside. 
England began to change hands. An 
enormous acreage of English land was 
sold and bought, and a silent revolution 
took the old families from the soil. In- 
creased taxation, weighing heavily on the 
landed classes. was the cause. In com- 
merce and industry huge fortunes were 
made during the war years, and monetary 
inflation had driven up both taxation and 
the cost of living. Land-owners, alone 
among the moneyed classes, had no means 
either of making new fortunes or of ad- 
justing their income to their new expenses. 
Their returns remained substantially what 
they were when life was far less costly. 
Stables were sold, pictures were sold, heir- 
looms were sold, and the insignia of 
ancient families crossed the Atlantic to 
decorate like scalps the palatial wigwams 
of Chicago. Entertainment was reduced 
and staffs were reduced. Yet the 
burden of taxation vas insupportable, and

mansions are offered for sale. New rich of 
mysterious racial origin have bought many 
of these places as a means to secure a 
pied á terre;.tut, while. the houses. have 
found new and noisy occupants, the land 


welcomed the chance to buy the acres that 
they had tilled. Farms were bought on 
the mortgage system. In effect, the banks 
succeeded the. landlords: The tenant 
farmer found himself in the hands of ‘an 
impersonal master. 

In his presidential address to the 
Auctioneers’ and Estate Agents’ Institute 
at Oxford on Thursday, Mr. A. C. Driver, 
according to the Oxford Correspondent of 
ihe soily Telegraph, delivered a remark- 
able judgment on this new state of affairs. 
He said that the change in land owner- 
ship had proved by no means happy for 
the tenants. Farmers generally required 
the whole of their available capital for the 
operations of the land. Accordingly, when 
the slump in agriculture succeeded the 
war-time “boom,” and prices fell and 
markets were hard to find, there was no 
margin in the farm’s budget out of 
which to pay the half-yearly interest on 
the mortgage. Payments to the banks fell 
into arrears, and the prospect of owning 
the freehold of the farm _ receded. 
To-day a very serious position has 
been reached. Banks, in the nature 
of ‘the case, are not free to grant, 
out of their deposits, unlimited credit to 
borrowers, and thus the farmers cannot 
look for lightening of their present 
burden. Under the old system, in adverse 
seasons, they could rely on some remis- 
sion of their obligations, or could pay 
their debts in labour instead of money ; 
and thus they, no less than the expro- 
priated landlords, have good cause to 
dealers the changes that .inevitable fate 
has wrought. Meanwhile, the market for 
houses and land alike has become 
saturated. Houses were bought with 
avidity for a while; but now the would-be 
buyers of stately homes embowered in 
parks are growing few. The loss 
to England in this revolution is graver 
than can be easily realised. In the 
art of life, in letters; in sport, and in 


farms, the well-springs of English great- 


ness have been, for hundreds of years, the 
great rural houses; and only a future 
generation will know what injury has been 


wrought by their drying away. 


The Red Barn. 


‘Public interest in murder and murder 
trials is not new. It sometimes is pointed 
to as a sign of the degeneracy of our 
time, but past generations when people 
flocked in large numbers to witness the 
execution of a criminal by this reckoning 
must have been still more degenerate. 
In spite of the lack of illustrated papers 
a hundred years ago, probably no homicide 
ever has excited more interest than the 
murder of Maria Marten in the 
Red Barn. One’ hundred years ago 
to-day The Times recorded _ that 
“William Corder is at present lying 
in the gaol of Bury St. .Edmund’s 
to abide his trial on having. murdered 
a young female called Mary: Martin. 
We are informed, furthermore, that 
the is modelling his speech from the 
dock on that of the notorious John 
Thurtell, and that he intends adhering 
to it in the exordium, narrative and 
peroration, making only such alterations 
as circumstances may require.”’ The most 
highly-paid tragedy ‘actresses of Holly- 
wood, registering terror and surprise, have 
‘not yet supplanted Maria in the famous 
barn scene in public favour. Her in- 
‘dignant exclamation, “ So this is a so- 
‘called gentleman,’’ when the scoundrel, 
‘having lured her to the red barn, 
points to the grave which he has 
dug for her, still awakes responsive cords. 
William’s cynical reply: ‘‘Gentleman is 
‘the most elastic word i: the English 
language,” the subsequent death-grapple 
‘and his well-merited execution, displayed 
on the stage with much realism, are 
familiar to all patrons of melodrama. 
Perhaps, the popular interest in murder 
is not altogether a morbid taste.

lrish Athletics. 


The Irish team of athletes will leave 
Dublin on Monday for Amsterdam to take 
part in the Olympic Games. To-day we 
publish the list of subscriptions to the 
fund raised for training and other expenses 
by the Irish Olympic Council. The response 
has been somewhat disappointing, and 
but for the generous contribution given 
by the Free State Government it would 
have been impossible to send so many 
competitors. The Irish team may be trusted 
to render a useful account of itself, but, 
whether or not it carries away any laurel 
crowns, the trip will have served some 
useful purposes. In the first place, the 
team represents all Ireland—fiiteen 
athletes come from Leinster, eight from 
Ulster, seven from Munster and one from 
Connacht. There are no boundaries in 
the realm of sport. The Irish com- 
petitors also will carry away memories 
from, Amsterdam which will help and 
inspire the organisation of athletics at 
home. They are due to be™in Dublin 
"again on August 12, the day after the 
official opening of the Tailteann Games. 
While we should do our best to secure 
international renown by breaking 
“records,” the amount of financial and 
other encouragement given to athletics 
should not depend upon “records.” The 
crowds at Olympia in ancient days would 
not applaud a successful athlete unless he 
won with grace and style. It is better 
to have enthusiasm for athletic sports 
widely diffused throughout the country 
than to break several world’s “ records.”

From Our PARLIAMFENTARY 
CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

The debate this afternoon on the reports 
of the Savidge Tribunal was interesting 
enough, but it produced nothing in the 
shape of fresh revelations, which in some 
quarters were confidently expected. It 
was a severe blow, to some members at 
least, that they were not permitted to 
attack the bona fides of Sir John Eldon 
Bankes and his two colleagues. 

This point was settled quite early in 
the proceedings by Mr. J, F. Hope, the 
chairman, who inted out that the 
members of the Tribunal were exercising 
judicial functions, and were consequently 
entitled to the same protection as was 
given to judges of the eo Court. Whilst 
it was open to suggest that the majority 
report was to be preferred, or vice versa, 
it was not in order, said Mr. Hope, to 
impute to members of the Tribunal bias, 
incompetence or unworthy motives. 


POLICE METHODS CRITICISED. 


‘As might be expected, Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald willingly accepted this ruling, but 
not so Mr. Thurtle, who complained that this 
limitation on debate put an end to really effec- 
tive criticisms of the two reports. Thies was 
evidently not the opinion of Mr. T. Johnston, 
who, moving the reduction of the police vote, 


on which the discussion took place, held the: 


attention of the House for more than an hour. 

It was Mr. Johnston who was primarily 
responsible for the setting up of the Savidge 
tribunal, but he said he was not now so much 
concerned with the Hyde Park case as with 
police methods in general, The question of 
civil liberty was at issue. 

The hon. member had a good deal to say 
about the relations between the Press and 
the police. There was, he said, a clear, 
definite connection between certain sections of 
the Press and Scotland Yard, which was used 
for political and personal ends. It was all 
very well to talk about restoring the con- 
fidence of the police; it was much more im- 
portant to restore the confidence of the public, 
and that they should know that justice should 
be done though the heavens fell. 


THE PRESS BUREAU. i 

With few exceptions, every organ in Fleet 
street had its crime expert, whose duty it 
was to gather advanced information about 
crime, and which came under the heading of 
“scoops.” He had “nothing to say against 
the Press Bureau at Scotland Yard, but it 
was an open secret that there was close con- 
tact between these crime experts and certain 
highly placed police officials, Contact was 
established, not at the Police Bureau, but at 
other places outside. 

Reviewing the evidence given before ithe 
tribunal, he wondered if anybody really 
believed that Miss Savidge voluntanly dis- 
cussed with the police intimate details as to 
the colour and length of her undergarments, 
or that she volunteered the statement that she 
kissed Sir Leo several times. $ 

The law journals, proceeded Mr. Johnston, 


were emphatic in their condemnation of the 


majority report. He hoped the House would 
he able to obtain from the Home Secretary an 
assurance that such methods as were pursued 
in the Savidge case would never be repeated. 

Mr. Hopkin Morris considered it un- 
fortunate that the Tribunal had not been 
able to arrive at an agreed report, but what- 
ever view might be taken of the evidence, he 
considered that the Home Secretary and Sir 
Archibald Bodkin were responsible for a good 
deal of the trouble that. arose over the 
Savidge case, 


HOME SECRETARY'S DEFENCE. 

The Home Secretary did not delay his 
reply. He rose as soon as Mr. Morris sat 
down, and, having disposed of the suggestion 
made that he contemplated a prosecution of 
Sir Leo Money, went on to deal with the re- 
lations of the Press with the police. 

He paid a tribute to the undoubted intelli- 
gence of the Press in trying to find out a 
great deal of what was going on at Scotland 
Yard and the Home Office, and quoted a 
Sunday paper which purported to give an 
account of an interview with him at his 
country house. 

The reporter described him as walking in 
a country lane with Sir John Anderson, the 
permanent chief of the Home Office. The 
solid truth was, said Sir William, that the 
reporter was twice refused admission to the 
house; he never saw either himself or Sir 
John Anderson, and there was no walking 
along a country lane. (Laughter.) 


LEAKAGE OF NEWS. 

A year ago he made a desperate effort to 
find out how the leak of news occurred at 
Scotland Yard, and, in this connection. he 
saw the heads of two great newspapers. “They 
told him to his face, with calm andacity, that. 
it was their business to buy news as and 
when they could get it. and that if he could 
ston them he was entitled to do no, 

Many statements apppeared in the papers 
which were noi authorised and were in the 
nature of ‘utelligent anticipation. 

Taking up the endgels on behalf of Sir 
Archibald Bodkin, Sir William said that he 
had known him for many years, and was con- 
vinced he had acted in the highest and best 
interests of justice. As for the police force, 
he did not think that there was a finer body 
of men in the world. Their duty was to 
prevent and trace crime. 

Taking the year 1926 as an example. there 
were in that period 135,000 maior offences. 
and 16.000 of these were in London. There 
were 54 murders, of which 28 came within 
the Metronolitan area, and in only one or two 
instances had the murderers escaved. No 
other police force in the world could say that. 


REVISED INSTRUCTIONS. 

He proceeded to state the nature of the 
revised instructions which were to be given 
to the police pending the report of the Royal 
Commission on police methods which was to 
be set up, and said that they were such as 
would ensure that a witness who it was de- 
sired to examine would be clearly informed 
beforehand of the nature of the statement 
desired and the possible consequences foi- 
lowing upon it. 

In the subsequent debate, Mr. T. .. 
O’Connor, who recently made certain specific 
charges against the police, expressed his 
willingness to give evidence before the Royal 
Commission. 

Hyde Park prosecutions were becoming 
too frequent, said Mr. Hore Belisha, and he 
suggested that the police should go about 
in red uniform, with a brass band in front, 
to warn people they were coming. 

Mr. Thurtle expressed the opinion that, if 
the Home Secretary was satisfied with the 
majority report, the public were not. 


LABOUR LEADER’S VIEWS. 

Then came Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, who 
said that the fundamental question at issue 
was what was and what ought to be the re- 
lations between British citizens and the

in particular, he thought the action of the

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CERTIFICATES. 
SEQUEL TO INLAND. 
REVENUE FRAUDS, 
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A uel to the conviction .of Ernest 
Astley Waddell; an ex-inspector of taxes, 
sentenced at the Nottingham Assizes to five 
years’ penal servitude for frauds on the 
Inland Revenue. involving several thousands 
of pounds, was heard at the Northampton 
Police Court yesterday. 

Harry Charles Goodman and John Archer, 
rincipals of the Abington Procéss Engraving 
ompany, Northampton, and their manager, 
William C. Males, appeared on three sum- 
monses under the Forgery’ Act, 1913, of 
making and engraving, without . lawful 
authority or excuse, Seine whose points 
would resemble, wholly or in part, share cer- 
tificates in the Abbotsleigh Tea Company 
Bovril, Ltd., and the Home and Coloni 
Stores. Frederick William Bendy, printer, 
of Leighton Buzzard, Bedfordshire, was 
charged with printing share certificates from 
these plates, and also the share certificates 
of eight other companies. 

NO GUIL KNOWLEDGE. 

Mr. H. St. John Field, for the Inland 
Revenue, said that the charges arose out of 
frauds committed by Waddell. The prosecu- 
tion did not. suggest that the present de- 
fendants knew anything of Waddell or of his 
system. His practice was to go to a large 
provincial city, take a room in an assumed 
name, and then go to the local inspector of 
taxes and represent himself as a person 
not ordinarily resident in this country 
who owned shares upon which income 
tax had ‘been deducted at the source. 
He represented that he was entitled to claim 
relief, made out and signed repayment claims, 
and produced vouchers purporting to be used 
by the company, showing that the full tax 
had been paid. If asked to show that he 
really owned the shares, he produced forged 
share certificates. 

Having collected the money, he removed to 
another district, and began all over again. 
In this way he obtained some thousands from 
the Inland Revenue by «way of repayment of 
tax which he had never paid. To carry out 
his system he had to employ printers to pre- 
pare forms and share certificates, which he 
filled up and signed with forged signatures, 
and completed with a forged company seal. 

Among the printers, said counsel, to whom 
he went was Bendy, who lived near him. 
The Abington Process Company made the 
plates to the order of Bendy, and in two 
cases reproduced the names of the printers of 
the original certificates. Under the Forgery 
Act, a person found guilty of these offences 
was liable to penal servitude, not exceeding 
seven years. 

WARRANTS FOR 40 COMPANIES. 

An Investigation Officer of the Inland 
Revenue Department said that Bendy told 
him that he had printed dividend warrant 
counterfoils for Waddell of about forty 
companies to a total of about 30,000. Waddell 
represented that the orders were placed by « 
printing agent in London, and he (Bendy) did 
not doubt Waddell’s bona fides. 

Bendy, said the witness, added that when 
Waddell produced photographic copies of the 
share certificates, and asked him to arrange 
for the necessary plates, he passed the order 
to the Abington Process Company. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that it wae 
not, alleged that the defendants. had any 
guilty knowledge. - Messrs. Archer and Good- 
man had the highest reputation in Northamp- 
ton, and had the honour of printing the 
summonses on which they appeared, 

The hearing was adjourned until to-day. 
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PROPOSED ASYLUM FOR 
COUNTY CAVAN. 


Ah 
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FIFTEEN-YEAR-OLD AGITA- 
TION. - 

For over fifteen years County Cavan has 
endeavoured to have an auxiliary mental 
hospital established in that county, while 
County Monaghan has opposed it. The Joint 
Committee some time ago by a majority re- 
quested the Free State Local Government 
Department to proceed with the scheme for 
the establishment of an auxiliary mental 
hospital in Co. Cavan. In reply, the Depart- 
ment suggested the provision of an hospital to 
increase the efficiency of the instilution and 
to relieve the existing. congestion. 

Mr. F. Duffy moved that they erect an 
hospital to accommodate 100 patienits. 

Mr. J. C. Holdcroft seconded. 

Dr. Conlon said that it was not satisfactory 
to have sick patients among noisy patients. 

Mr. P. Soden, Cavan, moved an amendment 
that they should not proceed with the erection 
of an hospital, but that they should call on 
the Free State Government to establish an 
auxiliary mental hospital on the lines suggested 
in the recent report of the Poor Law Com 
mission, 

Mr. Farrell seconded. 

On a division the amendment was lost by 
eight votes to nine. <A further amendment 
was then proposed by Mr. O'Reilly, Cavan, 
that the matter be adjourned until an estimate 
of the cost was obtained, and this amendment 
was carried by eleven votes to six.

MORE SCANDALS. 


REVOLT AGAINST MR. 
“AL” SMITH. 


The politcal campaign is now in full swing, 
though neither candidate for the Presidency 
has yet been formally notified of his nomina- 
tion, nor has either given his acceptance 
we says the New York Correspondent of 
the Manchester Guardian. 

One of the characteristic signs of the Presi- 
dential year is the bringing forward in the 
Press of scandals in both parties. It is 
alleged against the Republicans that they are 
selling appointments as postmasters in the 
South, where their party has hardly any 
members except negroes. 

There is no doubt this has been going on, 
as it is an old custom in both parties. The 
man who géts a Federal position is required 
to give a small percentage of his pay to the 
fund of the party in power. 


TAMMANY HALL. _ 
The charges against the Democratic Party 
centre on the alleged corruption of Tammany 
Hall, New York, and in the powerful Demo- 
cratic machine in New Jersey, headed by the 
Mayor, Frank Hague, of Jersey City. 
Numerous grave allegations of graft have 
been made recently against various Tammany 
henchmen, and they are undoubtedly well 
sustained. Mayor Hague is accused of 
permitting his city to waste £40,000 in buying 
a site for a reservoir at a high price. 


MR. HOOVER'S PLANS. | 

Mr. Hoover, having completed his amicable 
' visit to President Coolidge in Wisconsin, 1s 
now speeding West to California, where he 
will deliver his acceptance speech. President 
Coolidge has promised to make several ad- 
dresses during the campaign in aid of his 
candidacy. 

Governor Smith is chiefly concerned now 
to get a strong Democratic candidate for the 
New York Governorship to help him to carry 
the State this autumn, since he cannot pos- 
sibly win without it. Mr. Owen D. Young. 
the chairman of the board of the General 
Electricity Company, has refused to be a 
candidate. 

A DRY REVOLT. 

The revolt among Dry Protestants in the 
South against Governor Smith has been 
gaining ground since he chose Mr. John J. 
Raskob, a Wet Catholic and head of the 
General Motors Company, as campaign mana- 
ger. In one Southern State a change of 12 
per cent. of the voters would insure a Re- 
publican victory, and in two others 19 per 
cent. would accomplish the same result. For 
the first time for more than sixty years the

BRITISH MISSION TO THE 
HEDJAZ. 


Reuter’s Agency states that Brigadier- 
General Sir Gilbert Clayton left London yes- 
terdav on his second mission to the Hedjaz 
in order to resume his negotiations with Ibn 
Saud. He was accompanied by Mr. Axionius, 
Assistant Secretary of the Government in 
Palestine. 

The first part of the Hedjaz Mission was 
begun over three months ago, when Sir Gil- 
bert Clayton travelled from London via Cairo 
to commence negotiations with Ibn Saud. 
The full position as regards relations with 
Iraq was then discussed, but no definite 
settlement was possible, as the king of the 
Hedjaz was busily occupied with the Mecca 
pilgrimage, which was then beginning, and 
necessitated the presence of His Majesty at 
the Holy City. 

It was accordingly arranged that the second 
and concluding stage of the  pourparlers 
should take place later in the year. In the 
meantime Sir Gilbert has reported to the Go- 
vernment in London the result of the earlier 
deliberations. 

Tt is not felt that there is likely to be any 
particular difficulty, but it has always to be 
borne in mind that the Hedjaz King has to 
consider the views held by some of his more 
fanatical subjects. The mission's negotiations 
are concerned not so much with the relations 
between the British Government and the 
Hedjaz Government, which are already regu- 
lated by treaty, but with the troubles that 
have occurred on the Hedjaz-Iraq frontier, 

It is expected that the British Mission will 
have concluded its labours and be able to 
return to London within the next six weeks 


CHINESE BRIDE’S DEATH.

HUSBAND CHARGED WITH 
MURDER. 


New York, was again remanded, until July 
31, by the magistrates at Keswick, Cumber- 
land, yesterday on a charge of murdering his

Mr. Sefton Cohen, prosecuting, stated that 
Mrs. Maio’s body was found between two 
rocks above Grange road, with an open 
umbrella over the head and shoulders, and 
knotted cords round her throat. She 
appeared to be expensively dressed, but had 
no jewellery, except a small platinum wrist 
watch, When seen and warned by a police 
inspector, Maio said, “My wife dead— 
suspicion. What do you mean hy that?” 

Mr. Cohen said that it was the case for the 
prosecution that Maio applied the ligatures 
to his wife’s neck and disarranged her cloth- 
ing, and stripped jewels from her to direct 
suspicion from himself. It was only fair to 
say that when formally charged with murder 
Maio immediately and emphatically denied 
the charge. s 

Mrs. Maio, said counsel. was highly edu- 
cated, had travelled extensively, and was a 
woman of considerable means. © 

Evidence was given that the couple ap- 
peared to be on perfectly cood terms while 
staying at a Grange boarding-house.

GRAFT CHARGES IN] COTTON TRADE 


BOMBSHELL. 


GREAT LOCK-OUT 
THREATENED. 


RESULT. OF A STRIKE AT 
ONE MILL.

Fear of a lock-out of cotton operatives 
throughout Lancashire has been revived 
as a result of the strike of spinners at 
the Ramsey Mill, Oldham, over the 
refusal of a workman to join the trade 
union. The matter was considered by a 
committee of the Federation of Master 
Cotton Spinners Associations at Man- 
chester yesterday, when a report on the 
case and the terms of a resolution to be 
submitted to the Federation next Friday 
were approved. 

The general feeling in the trade yester- 
day was that unless the strike was 
declared off. the Federation would recom- 
mend a lock-out in the industry. This 
would at once throw 120,000 operatives 
out of work if the American section only 
were involved, but if applied to the Egyp- 
tian section as well it would bring the 
total to about 200,000. The weaving 
sheds would be forced to close, and 
300.000 more workers would be affected. 


FEDERATION’S RESOLUTION. 
After their meeting the Special Com- 
mittee of the Federation issued a state- 
ment recommending “ that alt Federation 
mills be closed at noon on Saturday, the 
llth day of August, 1928, and remain 
closed until such time as the operatives 
return to work at the Ramsey Mill.’’ 
The resolution, which will be submitted 
at the extraordinary general meeting of 
members on Friday next, is in the follow- 
ing terms:—‘‘ That this meeting of 
members approves the action of the 
Federation Committee’ in connection with 
the dispute at the Ramsey Mill, and 
pledges itself to carry out the recom- 
mendation of the Federation Committee, 
as above set forth.’’ 


COMMITTEE’S CIRCULAR, 

The committee’s circular to its members 
states :— 

“To bring about the stoppage and 
dislocation of a firm's business as a means 
of determining some private dispute 
between its workpeople and their unien, 
is an unwacrantable menace, which on no 
account can be tolerated. It is of equal 
importance that an employer should not 
be penalised for retaining in his service 
an employé whose work and conduct are 
satisfactory to him. 

‘“‘In the opinion of the Federation the 
firm should be supported to the fullest 
possible extent by the whole of the 
members tendering notices to their 
operatives to terminate their employment 
until such time as the operatives on strike 
at the Ramsey Mill return to work.”

DANTE’S VIEW, 
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BISHOP OF LINCOLN ON SEXUAL 
SIN. 


The Bishop of Lincoln (Dr. - Swayne), 
speaking at the consecration of a buria!l 
ground extension of Brothertoít, near Boston, 
on the subject of immortality and resurrec- 
tion, said that the Church had never taker 
the attitude that sensual sins were the worst 
form of sin, although it regarded sensualtv 
as being definitely a form of sin. which 
brought its own punishment—very often in a 
dire form.

One could not degrade the body with- 
out harming the soul; and it was because the 
Church connected the body with the soul—- 
regarding all forms of bodily eX¢esses, a'] 
bodily vice, as sin which would injure the 
soul—that the Christian belief in the resur- 
rection of the body and the connection he- 
tween hody and soul helped to make hfs 
more wholesome.

The figures 
submitted in Mr. Sayers’ report showed that 
the balance was in favour of a generating 
station of their own. 

Councillor M‘Millan said that he had 
always believed that the best scheme for 
Bangor would be to obtain electricity from 
a generating station in Belfast. i

THE JURY’S VERDICT. 

Lord Merrivale, President of the Divorce 
Division in London, yesterday lifted the veil 
on the Bonn divorce case, and-in a long 
summuing-up detailed the charges brought by 
Lady Bonn against her husband, Sir Max 
Bonn, the merchant banker. 
Aiter twenty minutes absence, the jury 
delivered a verdict that Sir Max had not 
committed adultery on any of the occasions 
charged, and the President said that the 
prayer in Lady Bonn’s petition would be 
dismissed. He added that Sir Max Bonn’s 
cross-petition ‘and such portion of Lady 
petition as related to cross-charges 
would stand over until next term. 

THE SUMMING-UP. 
In summing-up Lord Merrivale outlined 
charges against Sir Max of adultery with a 
woman or women unknown at Maddox street 
and Conduit street, London; at Rue 
Lavouisiere, Paris, and with Cecile Benoist, 
who had given evidence. Sir Max and Lady 
Bonn were married in September in 1920, 
and lived a life of passionate affection until 
1926, or the latter part of 1925. There was 
resentment and anger between them in 1927, 
and on October 15th, there was a faming 
quarrel. Sir Max had been watched by paid 
watchers from September 3, and, said Lord 
Merrivale, it was not without importance 
that the only evidence about the Maddox 
street, Conduit street and Paris charges was 
the evidence of paid watchers, corroborated 
in the case of Paris: by the doorkeeper <f 
a house of ill-fame. 
Lord Merrivale described 
came to separate, and referred to the 
plaint made by Lady Bonn to friends on 
September 19 that Sir Max treated her like 
a bird in a cage. 
Here, said Lord Merrivale, was a 
bitterly aggrieved, who can stand it no longer, 
and ten days later there is the conversation 
between the petitioner and the respondent, 
which is said to have ended in fury. 

THE LAUGHING WITNESS. 

Referring to the evidence of Cecile Benoist 
and Marie Carossa, Lord Merrivale said that 
ii their evidence was true, it was the 
of a middle-aged man of uncontrolled appetite, 
resorting fortnightly, or perhaps a little 
oftener, to a place in Conduit street, known 
to the police, from which: Benoist was de 
ported in 1925.

You may have noticed, said the Judge, 
that she came into court and laughed in 
the face of the respondent at her first appear- 
ance in the witness-box. You may have seen 
the gaiety with which she gave evidence on 
these matters, which in a certain sense are 
matters of life and death.

Time brought it8 revenge to the 
failure, Fairway, when he won the goile 
Stakes this afternoon by eight lengths an 
“gor a nee ree Royal Minstrel and Book 

Law, thereby from ore Lord Derby with a 
stake that, couating the breeder’s prize, was 
worth well over £13,000 in all. ‘It was 
mentioned here tong before the Derby that 
Mr. Lambton considered Fairway to be a 
great arene, and he. won this afternoon like 
a very-good one, indeed, and fully justitied 
the stable estimate of him. 

All-the same, I think the very wide ma rgi 
between him and the second and third 
tinctly flatters him, and although he would 
probably have won in any case, he owed his-4¢ 
sweeping victory to having all the Juck of the 
race on his side, while per contra Royal 
Minstrel had all the bad Inck that was going. 
It was not one of Mr. Hubert Allison's, most 
praiseworthy efforts, for when the tapes went 
up Fairway came in well on the move, and 
he, Dombey and Speyside gained what 
amounted to a flying start; 
and Royal Minstrel were very badly off and 
settled down a long way behind the leader. 
rairway was cho" first off, but Richards 
on Dombey shot past him and proceeded to 
make the running at a cracking pace. Indeed, 
the whole race was run at a very fast pace, 
as the time+2 mins. 9 3-5 secs.—shows. 

Dombey continued to lead from Speyside, 
Fairway and The Wheedler until they came 
into the straight, with Book Law and Royal 
Minstrel well behind. They had not gone far 
into the straight when Speyside cracked and 
dropped right out, leaving Fairway to go on 
second. It appeared that Childs on Royal 
Minstrel was concerned only with Book Law, 
for he lay with her all the way until they 
came to the turn. There the filly had the 
luck which the grey colt had not, ‘for Jelliss 
came on the outside with her and got & 
clear run, while Royal Minstrel was shut in on 
the rails. 

When they came to the distance Book Law, 
who had been steadily making up ground, 
was in front of Royal Minstrel, but from that 
point Fairway had dashed past Dombey, who 
is a dead-stopper when anything comes near 
him, and had placed the issue of the race 
beyond all doubt. When Royal Minstrel did 
get through he came tearing along and headed 
Book Law, beating her by half a length. 
She, in her turn, was _ in front of her 
stable companion, Baralong, who finished 
fourth. None of the others ever really came 


into the picture. 
REFLECTIONS. 


The result of the race gives rise to many 


ting reflections. It disproves, 1 think, 
ae deal of the oft-repeated statements that 
that the best of the three-year- -olds of this 
season are a bad lot. After all, we had in the 
field this afternoon Book Law, a good St. 
Leger winner and very nearly the best three- 
year-old of last year, and she was well beaten 
not only by the lucky Fairway, but also by 
Royal Minstrel, who stayed on really well. 
Yet the fact that -Baralong, who is a long 
way her inferior at,home, was so close to her 
at the finish, receiving only 6lb., makes one 
doubtful whether the best of her was seen. 

It is possible that the pace was a little too 
fast for a filly whose best quality is stamina. 
She was looking well, and beyond that she 
was sweating a little ‘behind the saddle—the 
afternoon was very sultry—she was cool 
enough otherwise. it is possible that Fairway 
does best of all on a light preparation. 

He was keyed right up before the Derby, 
and he was a nervous, irritable colt there 
who could hardly bear the saddle being put 
on his back. By the time he had reached the 
yost he was a lathering bundle of nerves, and 
“a abject failure was no surprise. After the 
Derby he was given no work at all to speak 
of, and it was only in the week before last 
that he began to pick up and showed that he 
had come to himself again. 

It was indeed with some misgivings that it 

was decided to run him at all this afternoon. 
Confidence in him grew when he was perfectly 
cool and sedate in the paddock and was in no 
way disturbed by the crowd, and it 
strengthened when he went through the 
parade without doing anything more than 
break out, which is a characteristic of the best 
sons of Phalaris. His behaviour was abso- 
lutely different from what it was at Epsom, 
and he won like the good colt he has always 
been believed to be, Weston, as usual, riding 
him right out long after he had the race well 
won. 
Royal Minstrel looked particularly well. and 
he must be a beautifully dispositioned colt, 
for he took everything with the pe 
equanimity. His performance this afternoon 
in the teeth of many difficulties marked him 
as a very good colt. Indeed, no one can say 
after this that the three-vear-olds are bad. 

The King and Queen were present on what 
was a very good Eclipse Day, with a big 
crowd, drawn by the attraction of a good 
race and very beautiful weather. There was 
one melancholy incident of the afternoon, and 
that was when the Irish horse, Longquill, 
slipped and broke his leg in the race for the 
Victoria Handicap, which Plumbago, who 
had taken up the running six furlongs from 
home, won by two lengths from the eleven- 
year-old Shippon. 

AN INITIAL SUCCESS, 

Jack Anthony gained his first success on 
the flat since he started training when Sky 
Pilot won the first race, a selling plate, by 
half a length from the odds-on chance, 
Tenace. Then came a two-year-old selling 
race, in which Lady Helen McCalmont had a 
good favourite in the Bachelor Princess filly. 
She ran only moderately well, and in a good 
finish the judge could not separate Desert 
Queen and Generis, and gave it a dead-heat. 

In the absence of Silver Circle, the Flying 
Scud filly and Beachcomber were joint 
favourttes for the Great Kingston T.-Y.-O. 
Plate. The former ran the better, but she 
was led for the last two furlongs hv Trish 
Moor, an outsider, trained by W. Nightin- 
gali for Sir Matthew Wilson, who held on to 
beat Lord Glanely’s filly by a neck. Nightingall 
also won the last race of the afternoon, the 
Surbiton Handicap, with Maer Hills, who 
kept Mr. Gilpin’s Jock Trotter out of it by a 
peck. 

We shall see racing of the very highest 
class again here to-morrow, when, in the 
National Produce Stakes, the unbeaten fillies, 
Arabella and Tiffin, will oppose the unbeaten 
colt, Mr. Jinks, as well as Grand Terrace 
and the Waiontha colt, who is by no means 
out of it with his big advantage in the 
weights. Tiffin, for all we know, may be 
auvthing, for she had been very highly tried 
at Beckhampton prior to her only race, after 
which she developed shin soreness. I have 


"a great respect for the claims of Mr. Jinks, 


who is a great galloper, and, undoubtedly, 
a good edlt. Jt is a case here of picking 
one’s fancy, for there is no line to go on, and 
mine is ARABELLA, one of the best. looking 
fillies we have seen for many a day.
